Both the Rus-
sian and Japanese [plenipotentiaries
went ar once to the Wentworth hotel
in automobiles.

Shogly after 5 o'clock, Mr. Bers,
one of the Russian attaches,was hand-
el a message by Mr. Witte's secre-
tary for immediate transmission to St
Petersburg.

“The Japanese plenipotentiaries,
baving studied the Russian answer
to the conditions , the conference
opened at 3 o'clock to proceed to the
siscussion of the articles, clause by
clause. The session was finished at 7
o’'clock.

The session of the plenipotentiaries,
which was to have been held Sunday
afternoon, was postponed by mutual
agreement out of reverence to the
fact that it was the holy Sabbath,
which is universally observed in Rus-
sia as a day of rest.

The Russians had not been anxious

for a Sunday session, and the Japan-
ese took the initiative, and, through
the intermediary of Mr. Pierce, it was
decided to postpone the sitting until
Monday morning.
. Both the Russian peace commission-
ers attended service at Christ Episco-
pal church Sunday morning. When
the Russians reached the church the
two envoys were escorted to the very
front pew. On arrival, the rest of the
pariy were shown seats immediately
behind those of their chiefs. When
the plates for the usual Sunday offer-
ing were passed each Russian brought
forth a bill, and the congregation
giverr an impressive illustration of
the liberality of the Russians.

A somewtkat strange coincidence in
the service, and one which was to:
the moment startling to the Russians,
was the sudden burst from the orgau
of the Russian anthem, the music to
hymn No. 497, which, by chance, form-
ed a part of the preseribed series of
Sunday services.

To the national anthem, the Rus-
sians sang:

“God save the czar, strong and power-
ful;
Relgn for glory;

| Reign to the terror of the enemy.

Orthodox Czar! Loag live the

czar!”

The words in the Hymnal, however,
were, in part, these:

“Ses barbarovs nations at Thy gates
attend;

Walk in Thy light and in Thy temple
bend;

See Thy bright altars thronged with
prostrated persons,

While every hand in joyous tribute
brings.”

Minister Takahira, the Japanese
minister, accompanied by Commander
Isham Takeshita, the naval attache of
the. Japanese legation at Washington,
attended the evening service at the
Christian church in Kittery, Maine.

It had been announced that Taka-
hira would attend vespers at Christ
Episcopal church, where the Russians
had been in the morning, and because
of inability of the choir to remember
the Japanese national anthem, ar-
rangements had been made to sing
the British national anthem out of
courtesy to the distinguished visitors.
But the congregation looked in vain
for the Japanese minister. It seems
that at the last minute, thinking his
going *might attract attention, Mr.
Takahira decided to go to the Chris-
tian church in Kittery, some five miles
away. where he was not recognized.

C. C. Pcole of the passenger train was
killed at his post while trying to reacn
for the air brake after seeing the
keadlight of the freight train. H's
fireman, Haefner, saved himself by
jumping. The high speed of the pas-
sanger train threw its locomotive and
first three cozches over on the engine
of the freight train, telescoping the
smoker ang the car following. Tn2
forward cars of the freight train were
splintered to fragments. Of the pas-
sengers In the smoker, none escapesl
uninjured. Fortunately there was no
fire. The injured were hurried to Lo-
raine and placed in the hospital there.
The dead were conveyed to morgues
at Loraine.

When the trains came together al-
most everybody in the smoker was
dozing. The sudden jar hurled them
out of their seats into the aisle, and
threw severa] persons to the roof and
sides of the car, which seemed all at
once to crush in like a paper bag, pin-
ning down each passenger in the po-
gition in ‘which he had been caught.
The passengers in the second car es-
caped more easily, as there the vio-
lence of the impact was Dot so severs,
although few got off without cuts,
brulses, sprains or broken bones. The
two rear cars were sleepers, and they
withstood the shock without suffer-
ing serious harm. NoO passengers 1iu
the sleepers were Injured.

This I generally kept under my
head, but last night I was reading
and had it en my table and left it
there.

“I retired about 10:30 o'clock, and
woke up some time during the night.
[ heard a kind of rustling noise at
the lower window of my room. I got
up and got my pistol. As I approached
the window I saw a form some dis-
tance from the window. As it went

“I went from window to window,
two or three times, maybe more. The
form seemed to get nearer to the up-
per window, and I pulled down the
shade so thet I could see just below
it. The form seemed to crouch down.
I stood &t the upper side of the win-
dow and pulled the shade to one side
and shot twice.

#After shooting I thought every-
thing. I began to scream and went 0
send Clifford Ginn after a doctor. I
called Mr. Weelborn. I eouldn’t call very
loud.

“After shooting I threw the pistol
down. I don’t know how long it was
